BOILER EXPLOSIONS, AND THEIR INVESTIGATION, 


The National Boiler Insurance Company held its annual meeting, 
on Tuesday, at which the accounts were presented, and a dividend 
declared at the rate of 124 per cent. per annum, with an additional 
bonus of 5 per cent. The report states that, notwithstanding the de- 
pressed condition of the interests using steam-power, there has besn 
a considerable addition to the income of the company during the year.

With reference to the necessity or otherwise of Governmental in- 
terference with a view to the prevention of steam boiler explosions, 
it appears that all the views recently expressed, and many of thie 
suggestions made, were anticipated by more than five years by Mr. 
flenry Hiller, the chief engineer and manager of the National Boiler 
{nsurance Company, who discussed the subject very fully in his re- 
port for 1870, He therein remarks that the large number of ex- 
plosions which occur in various parts of the kingdom, the great de- 
struction of life and property which accompany many of them, and | 
the fact that so few of the boilers under the inspection of this and 
simi!ar companies have exploded, illustrate the necessity for some | 
action which will lead, as far as practicable, to the prevention of | 
such disasters; whilst the comparative immunity referred to mani- 
fests the value of independent inspection when properly carried out. | 
He remarks, moreover, that many of the disasters are the result of 
negligence, ignorance, or mistaken economy of owners or of tliose 
to whom they entrust the charge of their boilers; independent su- 
pervision is thus rendered requisite in the interests of humanity, | 
and in order to retain our national credit in this respect. But, | 
whilst keeping these objects in view, and acknowledging the desir- 
ability for the adoption of some scheme of legislation which will | 
promote them, it is considered equally important that the action of 
steam users should be interfered with as little as possible consistent | 
with the attainment of increased safety in the use of steam boilers, | 
whilst any measure which would permit despotic or arbitrary inter- 
ference and dictation would be most objectionable, 

The evidence taken before the committee brought forward a large 
number of suggestions, but the great difficulty in the way of Go- 
vernment inspection was its costliness, and its tendency to remove | 
responsibility from the owner to the Inspector. An excellent me- | 
dium course was suggested by Mr. Ililler, in a letter to the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, which was that owners of boilers should 
be compelled to have them periodically inspected by competent en- | 
gineers, and that every boiler manufactured or in use should be re- | 
gistered by the owner in aregister kept by some public officer 
appointed by the authorities. The owner was also to be required 
under penalty to make a return annually, showing when and by 
whom the boiler was inspected, and to accompany this return by the 
inspector’s report as to the boiler’s condition, and its fitness or other- 
wise for the pressure to which the safety-valves are loaded. The 
Board of Trade generally approved the suggestions, and remarked, 
in a letter to the Home Secretary, that “the only legislation that 
can with advantage be adopted would (it appears to this board) be 
to provide for—l. Stringent enquiry in cases of accident; and, 
2. That the responsibility of proving that all proper precautions are 
taken shall lie on the owner, as suggested in Mr. Hiller’s letter.” 
Both he and the Chairman of the National Boiler Assurance Com- 
pany had fully explained their suggestions, which were embodied 
in the subjoined general outline :— 

“1, Each steam-boiler used in any works, or for manufacturing purposes, should 
be registered within a specified time.—2. Every owner should renew the registra- 
tion of each boiler once annually.—3. When making annual returns of registra- 
tion a report on the condition of each boiler, signed by the engineer who reported 
thereon, should be furnished to the registrar.—4. Owners to engage whom they 
think best to inspect for them—either respectable engineering firme or the officers 
of a company or association formed for such purpose. The inspectors should not 
be allowed to inspect and report independently, but act under the supervision of 
their superiors, in order to secure accuracy, and give status and responsibility to 
the report.—5. This report to be on a form provided for the purpose, and to con- 
sist of simple replies to questiuns relating to the condition and safety of the boiler, 
which could be so framed as to be intelligible to anyone.—6. The registrara to be 
appointed by local authorities, who could combine this with other duties, especially 
in small towns or districts.—7. Each explosion to be strictly investig:ted by en- |

what will it be in the course of a year, or even less, should thers 
not be a marked revival in the iron trade, when some scores of new 
collieries will have been opened out ? 

This is the gist of the question as to the probable future of the 
coal trade, seeing that very large collieries are being opened out in 
almost every mining district in the kingdom. Now, we cannot see, 
even with a good trade generally, how this vast increase in our coal 
producing power can be absorbed. Thisis a point that has not been 
taken up, aud appears to have escaped the attention of our experts 
and critics, who assume to be well acquainted with all that relates 
to our stores of fuel, their future consumption, and their ultimate 
exhaustion. Few, we believe, are aware of the rapid rate at which 
our coal fields are being developed just now, or what will be the 
probable increase in the course of a comparatively short time, no 
more than they are as to where markets are to be found for the coal 
in the event of all the pits being at work. For tle purpose of show 
ing what progress is made we will just refer to a few of our coal 
fields. The Midland coal field, which includes the pits of the West 
Riding, Derbyshire, and Notts, is the largest in England, and last 
year produced upwards of 26,000,000 tons of coal, equal to nearly 
one-fifth of our total produce. Now, from nearly one end of the 
field to the other collieries are being opened out. In Yorkshire alone 
in 1875 no less than 111 collieries were being sunk, several of them

opened out, whilst others are in an advanced state, the coal having 
been reached at one a few days ago, where the output will be equal 
to at least 1000 tonsa day.

Coquimbo, the port of which is favoured with one of the finest 
bays on the West Coast of America, is, we need hardly remind our 
readers, principally a copper-producing district. The Guayacan

Cater brought to the board a considerable experience and knowledge of mercantile 
life; he was connected with a firm of longand high standing in the City of London, 
and he would furnish the directorate with a great amountof valuable information 
as to the various persons with whom in the course of our business they were called 
upon to deal. Therefore, from his position Mr. Cater was likely to prove a valu- 
able member of the board, and from the personal knowledge which some of the 
directors had of him, they were quite clear that he would also bring great abilities 
to the transaction of the business of the board. Mr. Cater had also had some bank- 
ing experience, having been for some time a director of the British Bank of North 
America—a bank which he might say in no way clashed or interfered with this 
establishment. The second loss which the directors had to report one might al- 
most say was a more serious one than that to which he had just alluded. Mr, 
Tomson’s high abilities and his vast experience in banking matters had been such 
that his loss was one which could not readily be made good. In 1842 Mr. Tomson 
had joined the bank, and in 1878 he hed been made joint general manager with 
Mr.McKewan. Being, as the shareholders all were, acquainted with the great ser- 
vices rendered by that gentleman to this institution, it would be out of place for 
him (the Chairman) to enter in deta‘l into a discussion of those services, but, at 
the same time, every member of tie board was glad to bear testimony to the 
honesty, and devotion, and great — with which Mr. Tomson discharged his 
duties. Perhaps too great a devotion, having regard to his own interests, for there 
was no doubt that the deep iriterest he took in all the affairs of the bank, and his 
arduous labours in its service, had hastened the disease which had brought about 
his untimely end. The directors had a great responsibility in filling up the post 
occupied by Mr. Tomson. It was impossible that a man of his power and his long 
service could go from amongst. them without leaying a gap which, for a time at 
least, it was impossible altogether to fill, but they had done what they hoped was 
for the interests of the bank. In the first place, the directors had been anxious 
not, if it could be avoided, to travel out of the limits of their own service in filling 
up this important post. (Hear,hear.) They were, therefore, very thankful to be 
able to place in his position his late assistant—Mr. Howard—giving him the co- 
operation of a gentleman who had been for a great number of years the manager 
of one of their most important branches—Mr. Smith, the manager at New- 
ington. Thus, henceforth the port of managers at the head office would be occupied 
by the two gentlemen he had mentioned, the work being now so groat it was 
thought desirable to increase the strength employed there. Mr. McKewan now dis- 
charged the whole of the duties of general manager: Passing next to the separate 
items of the balance-sheet, the Chairman observed that he was not aware any of 
them called for remark of any special character. Comparing the figuresin the ac- 
counts now before the meeting with those of the accounts presented a year since, 
in June of 1875, it would be seen that under the head of capital there had been an 
increase of 76,1807. That was not an increase which need concern them just at pre- 
sent, because the capital was practically the same within a few pounds as it had 
been in December last, and the Chairman on that occasion had referred to and ex- 
plained the increase. The number of shareholders had been increased in the year 
from 3330 to 3768, being an increase of 438, It was true that that increase was not, 
perhaps, altogether a real increase in one sense, for a good deal of that was due to 
the holders of scrip having been now registered as shareholders; but still each of 
those persons was added to the list of registered shareholders, and strengthened sa 
far the basis upon which the bank stood. Becausea respectable, and wealthy, and 
numerous proprietary, such as they had, was, of course, a solid foundation upon 
which a bank of this sort rested. They might, therefore, see any increase in it 
with satisfaction. (Hear, hear.) The reserve fund was increased since June, 1875, 
by 63,000/., but thisagain was much thesame asin December last. On that occasion 
the shareholders had been informed that thesum of 25,000/., part of that which had 
been taken from the reserve in June, had been placed back to the reserve.

The average of the last 10 years had been something over 
1,000,000/. increase a year, while the average of the last five years had been even 
greater still. It was obvious that such a rate of increase could not go on inde- 
finitely, because there was a limit to the business any bank was likely to do; yet 
this small increase was a circumstance which they could not look upon with satisfac- 
tion. It was due in the main to the general considerations he had referred to—the 
want of vitality in trade and business of allkinds. At the same time he was able 
to giveanexplanation which, toa certain extent, modified and mitigated the disap- 
pointment which they might feel under this head. N ow, although the increase of 
this aggregate amount was only to the extent of 252,000/., yet the item current 
balances had increased far more than that. And it was upon the current balances 
that the prosperity of the bank mainly depended. If they showed a steady in- 
crease that was proof of the steady progress of the institutionas a whole. The de- 
posit accounts were naturally of a more fluctuating kind ; the amount left upon 
deposit at a bank being dependeut on circumstances more orless temporary. Then, 
current accounts were also more profitable than deposit account, inasmuch as the 
bulk of them were received without interest being paid on them. He was, there- 
fore, glad to see, there being a falling off somewhere, that it was in the deposit 
accounts. The current balance had increased during the year by more than 800,000/, 
—and that was nearly up, if not quite up, to the average increase under this head 
of the last10 years, and was a very good increase, particularly if the state of busi- 
ness were takenintoconsideration. Thedeposit balances, as he had said, had fallen off 
considerably, and that was due to the fact that a great many persons, owing to 
the adverse circumstances he had detailed, had been pinched and straitened in 
their means. There was a further circumstance, however, which accounted for 
this withdrawal of deposit accounts—the interest paid upon deposits had been so 
extremely low that it had made it a much less productive iuvestment than it 
usually was. The item of ‘‘ acceptances” was one which fluctu ited, but on this 
occasion it showed an increase of 419,000/., the figures being 2,380,000/., against 
1,960,0007, on June 30 last. That item represented general foreign business with 
foreign banks, those acceptance were covered by securities, and the directors had 
every reason to believe that they were a perfectly safe and profitable business. 
Coming next to the gross profit, it would be seen that the gross profit for the hali- 
year was 378,000/., against 445,(00/. for the half year ending June, 1875, showinga 
considerable falling off. Well, that was no more than they could expect, and, in 
fact, was absolutely necessary when they took into account the diminution in the 
rate of interest paid for money. During the first half of 1875 the bank rate ave- 
raged 3/. 12s. 5d., whereas for the first six months of the present year the Bank 
rate had averaged 3/7.

having simply been transferred from one place to another, No artificial treatment 
will bring about a cure, and if statistics can no longer be relied upon, it will ouly 
prevent prices from rising at a time when an advance would be fully justified by 
circumstances. The Dutch Trading Company’s fourth sale in 1876, announced on 
the 5th inst., took placefon the 26th, when 29,881 slabs Banca were sold from 43 fs. 
to 43% fls., average 4344 fls. Next sale will probably be held towards the end of 
September. Banca has been in limited request, the price declining from 4°) fl. 
to 444%, both for immediate delivery and ex July sale. Since the sale a firm

prevails, there being buyers at 43% fls., but no sellers: below 44 fls, Billiton, 
after advancing from 44 fls. to 44% fls., declined to 45 fls., with a good demand at the 
reduced price both for parcels on the spot and for forward delivery. Immediately 
after the Banca sale there was some pressure to sell Billiton at 42% fls., but the 
market has since rallied, and we now again quote 43 fls., parcels on the spot being, 
however, very sparingly offered. On Monday, Aug. 14, a public sale comprising 
10,000 peculs Billiton will take place at Batavia.

THE PRODUCTION OF STRAITS TIN, 

The following interesting letter has been addressed by Mr. JasrpeR BLEWETT to 
the Editor of the West Briton :— 

Sir,—The numerous readers of your valuable paper will, doubt- 
less, read with some degree of interest a brief account of a visit 
which I have just made to one of the principal sources of the 
Straits tin produce. Junk-Seylon, or Salanga, an island on the coast 
of Lower Siam,is about 200 miles north of Penang; and, although 
only about 20 miles long and 10 miles in breadth, the quantity of 
tin that has been produced for years past is something enormous. 
I have often heard of Junk-Seylon and its tin mines, and, with a 
Cornishman‘s natural avidity for hunting up anything in the “ tin 
line.” I resolved to embrace the first opportuny to go there. A 
chance offered itself, and leaving Penang in the little steamer 
Petrel, a very stormy and unpleasant run of 344 hours brought us 
to Tongkah, the seaport of Salanga. We anchored about a mile 
from the shore, in @ commodious and almost land-locked harbour, 
which, however, is capable of much artificial improvement. 

From the jetty where we landed to the town, about 4 mile distant. 
we passed through a series of mines, with here and there a smelting 
house. I was at once struck with the very primitive method that 
the Chinese have in use for producing tin, and on which I am tol! 
they can never be induced to improve. The Chinaman’s first act, 
after selecting a piece of ground which, in his opinion, contains tin 
is to erect & miniature joss-house, overlooking the pit, which he then 
commences to dig, and numbers of these little temples metour view, 
very much resembling so many Punch and Judy shows, each invari- 
ably containing a lighted taper or joss-stick, to bring good luck on 
the enterprise. All the mines are open, the ore being found in 
layers only a few feet below the surface, and in no case did I notice 
the depth of a pit to exceed 30 feet. The stuff is brought to the 
surface in baskets, carried by gangs of coolies, who, winding thei 
way along the narrow footpaths leading to the tops of the pits, re- 
semble so many bees in a hive. It is then roughly washed by a 
stream of water raised from an adjoining tank by a chain-pum 
which is worked by a treadmill, and in some instances a water-wheel. 
The water flows back to the same tank, and, owing to its scarcity, is 
used over and over again. The ore, almostas soon as it is separat: 
from the clayey soil in which it is found, is taken to an adjoinin + 
shed, and there smelted by avery rude process, in small furnaces re- 
sembling beer barrels. 

Charcoal is the fuel used in melting the ore, and the blast is de- 
rived from a°cylindrical bellows, worked by hand. This descri))- 
tion, Iam told, answers for nearly all the tin mines of the Est, ex- 
cept to those which are either owned by or are under the manag 
ment of Europeans. Nothing can induce the Chinaman to introduc: 
any improvement on the system which has been handed down by 
his forefathers from generation to generation, and he utterly ci 
dains the use of steam machinery. I had pointed out to me the 
rusty remains of what had been a first-class engine, which was ii 
ported from England some years ago by the Rajah, but whic) 
could never be worked, for its use threatened to create a panic 
amongst the Chinamen, who dreaded that the new-fangled thins 
would certainly cause some terrible disaster, From the summit oi 
a lofty hill, which commanded a view of the whole island, I saw thit 
its surface is thickly dotted with mining excavations, but litt!» 
space being devoted to cultivation, After being cast in ingots, tlie 
tin is taken to the Government stores, there to await the Rajali’s 
chap, or stamp, as an acknowledgment of duty having been pail 
thereon, whence it is sent to Penang for sale and transhipment t» 
Europe. 

With such easy means of production, and the low rates of freight 
which shipowners now accept for carrying tin, it is no wonder that 
your columns so frequently deplore the difficulty of Cornish mine 
to compete with the importation of foreign metal; and, much as | 
would like to say something encouraging with regard to the futur» 
of mining in Cornwall, I fear that with the opening up of the Malay 
countries—Perak and Laroot in particular—there is little chance « 
the supplies of Straits tin falling off. Although the export of tin 
from Tongkah keeps gradually and sensibly declining, owing to th 
heavy pressure inflicted thereon by the Government, new mines are 
gradually being opened in other places where enterprising capitalists 
meet with milder restrictions. In Tongkah, the variousimposts on 
tin, payable to the Rajah, amount to 24 per cent.: out of whic, 
after paying all the expenses of governing the place, he has to re- 
mit annually to Siam a clear sum of $400,000. 

In a lengthy interview which I had with His Highness he stated 
that, although the revenue was gradually falling off, the demands 
of Siam were on the increase; and he feared that unless some means 
of producing tin in a cheaper way could be introduced, or if the 
price continued at the present low figure, that nothing short of 
ruination was in store for his little island. Mr. Rowe, a mining en- 
gineer from Burmah, passing through to Penang, was present, and 
met with much entreaty from him to remain in Tongkah and open 
a mine in his own way, the Rajah promising to give him land, and 
accept only half the revenue from him that others paid; but my 
fellow-countryman, who has had some experience with native 
princes, thought fit to decline the generous offer.

The latter metal is associated 
with manganese, forming pure masses of greater or less extent in the midst of 
friable arenaceous rocks, composed of felspathic and magnesian detritus. Two 
patents have been taken out for the working of this ore, which has received the 
name of Garnierite, after its discoverer. One, by M. Garnier himself, proposes a 
method in the dry way, almost identical with that employed to extract the iron 
from its ores, while the other, by MM. Christofle and Bouilhet, who propose a 
method by the wet process.

OUTLETS FOR BRITISH IRON AND BRITISIL CAPITAL. 


Hardly anything would just now tend so largely to promote the 
return of a period of active trade in the leading branches of our 
national industries as safe ourlets for the vast store of accumulated 
capital now waiting for safe investment. To the absence of such 
outlets have to be attributed much of the ruling quietuide, not to say 
depression. from that depression all are alike suffering, the cotton 
weaver of Manchester equally with the ironmaster of Cleveland 
and the coalmaster of Northumberland. All, therefore, desire to 
see new markets opening up for their respective products. Nor are 
they the capitalists of Great Britain alone who would be happy to 
find new opportunities for the profitable employment of their 
accumulated savings. Even those of distant China seek such invest- 
ments. And we shall be mistaken if it should not turn out that 
that very interesting people have found them before they have 
appeared to the people of Europe. We have had our railroad making 
day, the Chinese have theirs to come, so too, likewise, have the 
Japanese. Whoslould be surprised, therefore, that already the most 
cheering prospects attend the part completion of the project which 
has developed out of the suggestion made at the meeting in Belgium 
three years ago of the Iron and Steel Institute. The project for 
making and giving to the Emperor of China a short line of rail way 
wholly equipped was not carried out, but Messrs. JARDINE, MATHI- 
SON and Co., of London and Shanghai, have succeeded with the aid 
in part of Chinese c.pital in nearly completing tlie little 12-mile 
road of 24-ft. gauge between Shanghai and Woosung: 5 miles of the 
section already completed have we know been already opened, 
with so much success that six trains each way daily are running 
at a good profit, and to meet pressing requirements further roll- 
ing stock is needed, and has been ordered by telegraph. Quick 
returns will prove highly attractive to the Chinese capitalists, and 
the bulk of the people will be prompt to avail themselves of such 
facilities for travelling as 
opportunity of testing the benefits of the method at their own doors, 
Cari'alists, with tralers and travellers combined, will soon be able 
to bring to bear upon their Government influences which will over- 
come prejudices previously shown to theseinnovations of barbarian 
people. It may be confidently anticipated that the Pioneer, the 
Celestial Empire, and the Flowery Land, which are the three loco- 
motives already in China, will soon be followed by others, and that 
as the last two are more powerful than the first, so also the existing 
narrow gauge will prove the precursor to lines twice that gauge, 
and the 27-1b. rails be replace by rails double that weight. 
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and wherefore do we hold India, but primarilly for our own advan- 
tage asa trading nation, and subordinately for the good of the 
native Indian races. That this old legislative restriction has tended 
neither to the good of India nor the good of Great Britain it will 
perhaps be conceded we have pointed out, But Mr. AsuwortTH 
uses another illustration in the same behalf. He pointed out that, 
though India has been in our possession a century, and, excepting a 
5 per cent. duty on cotton, we have free commercial access to it, yet 
we send goods to it representing in value only ls, 9d. per head of 
the population. How marked a contrast between these figures and 
those which relate to our trade with France, where, notwithstand- 
ing considerable protective duties, the value of the articles they 
buy from this country represents nearly 20s. per head of the 
population. No doubt the comparison of a nation so civilised as 
France is almost an extreme one, even with the set-off of the pro- 
tective duties, but the difference in the trade done is so vast as to 
make the illustration serve to show what might be done if the native 
princes had tie means of developing the industrial resources of 
the districts over which they have jurisdiction. The iron and coal 
and cognate industries have a large interest in this question. It is 
one which should be taken up by the British Iron Trade Association, 
and by all Chambers of Commerce throughout the kingdom, and by 
them pressed with great resoluteness upon the attention of the 
Government. 








THE CLOSING SESSION, AND THE PATENT LAWS, 


The Parliamentary session is fast drawing to a close, and in all 
probability a month hence and the members will have dispersed to 
the lakes, the moors, or the seaside. Glanced at as regards the staple 
trades and the great commercial interests of the country, the present 
session has indeed been a barren one, for beyond the futile attempt 
on the part of Mr. MACDONALD to carry the Employers’ Liabilities 
Bill, and a little patching up of the Factory and the Workshops 
Act, nothing kas transpired affecting the mining or commercial in- 
dustries of the kingdom. The country has for the past two or three 
years been looking anxiously for salutary improvements respecting 
the patent laws, and deputations have waited upon the Government 
and urged cogent reasons why the red-tapism which now encircles 
the Patent Office should be effectually cut, and such facilities given 
as would quicken genius and afford such material assistance to 
science generally as to promote the best interests of the kingdom. 
The necessity for reform in our patent laws has been admitted by 
successive Governments over and over again, and by none more than 
the present, yet amongst the first batch of the “slaughter of the in- 
nocents” the Patent Law Improvement Act is quietly doomed. The 
mouthpiece of the Government, in announcing the decision to with- 
draw the Bill, characterised it as a measure of ‘ minor importance,” 
but probably that expression was used because the honourable gen- 
tleman had no practical experience of the difficulties which lie in 
the way of patentees or the interest with which scientific inventions 
are regarded by the country generaily. But the withdrawal of the 
Bill for another year, although to be regretted, will possibly result 
in much good, for it seems to us that those most anxious for reform 
are scarcely unanimous in their views, and have not agreed in pre- 
senting such practical measures as would secure theirends. Weare 
not about to enter into minute details of the Patent Laws Amend 
ment Bill, but would simply remark that the two great objects which 
should be kept in view with regard thereto are—First, to facilitate 
the routine of the Patent Olfice, and at the same time protect the 
rights of the patentee; and secondly, to provide some means by 
which full advantage should be secured to the publie of any un- 
doubted benefit which genius an] science might bring to matarity. 
The question is, doubtless, surrounded with considerable difficulty, 
and mature consideration will be necessary in order to work out 
some solution which shall be alike satisfactery to the inventor and 
the public. No one will deny that itis the duty of the Government 
to do all it can to incite scientific discoveries and engineering and 
mechanical skill. It is equally obvious that meritin either of these 
departments should be protected and rewarded, and the inalienable 
rights of the inventor hedged round with safeguards from infringe- 
ments. Without such provisions we could scarcely expect our men 
of genius and science would patiently conduct their enquiries or 
push their plans and designs for months and years, and expend the 
large sums which are necessary for the prosecution and perfection 
of their work.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

August 3.—The Coal Trade is pretty good in some branches, and 
the shipments of steam and first-class house have been on a large 
scale. Although the trade generally is considered to be dull, yet 
(and that certainly is the fact with respect to some branches) the 
shipments in the Tyne dock, and at most of the docks, are large ; 
but it must be considered that when the trade was very brisk the 
Tyne dock and the railway approaches to it were taxed to the ut- 
most to keep the collieries fully at work. All the new works on the 
Tyne river have been suspended for the present, but the measures 
adopted have secured ample depth of water up to a point about 
three miles west of Newcastle Bridge. In ancient times most of the 
coal which was worked in Durham was shipped at the mouth 
of the Team river, two miles west of the bridge; they were then 
shipped into lighters, locally called keels, of small tonnage, and 
was removed from those lighters into sea-going vessels in the 
lower reaches of the river. At that time it was quite possible to 
wade across the river at low water at that point, while at the pre- 
sent moment there is 20 ft. of water there,so that there is no reason 
why the coals from North and West Durham should not again be 
shipped at this point, as vessels of large tonnage can now be got 
up through the swing bridge. Should this be adopted as a shipping 
place a considerable advantage will be gained by the colliery pro- 
prietors, as the transit by railway will be shortened by about from 
9to13 miles. This question is now occupying the attention of 
some of the leading colliery owners in the district, and there is little 
doubt that a dock or shipping places will be erected at the point 
indicated, 

The Iron Trade is, of course, in a Cisturbed state, owing to the 
panic prevailing in Cleveland, Conflicting accounts are given as to 
the chances of arranging the affairs of the great concern of Mr. 3. 
Vaughan, but, on the whole, there is ground to hope that a satisfac- 
tory arrangement will be made. Some small concerns have been 
stopped, but those will not seriously affect the trade of the district. 
Some kinds of pig metal are improving a little in price, but there is 
little change. 

The North of England Institute of Mining and Mechanical En- 
gineers’ annual meeting will be held on Saturday, when the officers 
for the ensuing year will be appointed by ballot.

which will enable the makers to give to its production that care and 
labour by which alone first-class iron can be turned out. The orders 
which have come to hand since our last report have nearly, and in 
some denominations wholly, supplied the place of the specitications 
worked out. Other firms there are who roll best bars who yet are 
less happily circumstanced, These are they who are compelled in 
order to get business to accept prices in most cases nearly and in 
others wholly 20s. under the maximum quotations. Consequently 
merchants who deal largely in such iron, and who are known for 
their readiness to sell at prices which leave but a narrow fringe of 
profit, are offering best Staffordshire bars at 8/. 5s, and 8/. 10s. per 
ton. Upon these terms buyers night have supplied their wants in 
Wolverhampton yesterday, and in Birmingham to-day. There were, 
however, upon neither "Change consumers of such iron in consider- 
able quantities. Such people trade with the makers direct, and 
the smaller buyers customarily buy from the merchants at their 
warehouses. The business done to-day and yesterday related most 
to sheets required by the galvanisers and the japanners, and to bars 
of the miscellaneous class, which the bulk of the merchants purchas$ 
for the supp!y of thecountry smiths and the hardware makers, who 
occupy the trade position expressed in the term “small masters.” 
The quotations which ruled in such cases were no more in favour of 
makers than those which prevailed last week. They were regu- 
lated by from 6/. 53. to 6/. 10s. for common bars, Upon the whole, 
there was less inclination shown by some producers to humour 
buyers than a week ago, and there were some mill and forge owners 
who declared that “ at past rates they had been losing money, and 
they would lose no more.” These are, therefore, stopping mills 
which can be kept on only upon disastrous terms, declaring that 
they will not re-start them till either better prices rule or the cost 
of materials is lessened. 

Excepting in relation to Cleveland pig-iron the prospects of the 
latter are not very bright. The acceptance by the Northern blast- 
furnacemen of their masters’ terms, involving a reduction in wages 
of 10 per cent., is read by consumers here as indicating further ease 
in the price of the commodity produced. Nor were the Birming- 
ham and Wolverhampton markets aitogether devoid of expectation 
that other causes may operate in the same direction-—causes which 
are unlikely to be reflected upon firms hereabouts, For it is beyond 
dispute that the coal and iron masters of South Staffordshire were 
never in a more solvent state than now, at no other time so well 
able to look with comparative equanimity upon financial disturb- 
ances elsewhere. 

Coal is without much change. A few collieries are working a 
little longer time, as the result of a slight accession of business in 
the domestic department, but the expensive furnace coal of East 
and West Worcestershire is not in better request for use in pig- 
making, nor is the output at the Thin coal collieries larger on ac- 
count of the requirements of the mills and forges. For the latter 
kinds quotations have touched a point which have been scarcely 
more than profitless for some time past, and which do not promise 
to be otherwise until the colliers can be prevailed upon to work 
longer hours. 

At most of the North Staffordshire collieries there is competition 
for orders, which is disastrous to prices, The demand on account, 
neither of ironmasters nor potters, is more than depressed; and the 
prospects are not immediately cheering. Pottery mine is selling 
only slowly; and pigs are experiencing anything but a good de- 
mand. At the mills and forges, however, the plate business is not 
altogether depressed. Indeed, certain of the few mills which are 
kept going are doing, as times go, quite an encouraging extent of 
trade; but the proprietors are complaining of the prices which they 
are compelled to consent to take before they can secure orders. 

There were many appellants against the proposed Mines Drainage 
Rate when the arbitrators held a court in Welverhampton, on Mon- 
day, to adjudicate upon the cases of objection by colliery owners to 
the rate proposed to be levied iv the Tipton district. Cases for 
whole or part exemption were made out by the majority of the ap- 
pellants; but the rate is not likely to yield less than had been ex- 
pected from it. 

Reports from the two leading Railway Carriage and Wagon Com- 
panies of Birmingham, and also the Staffordshize Wheel and Axle- 
tree Company, are being issued, which show profits upon the year 
averaging between 124 and 15 per cent. 

The directors of the Staffordshire Wheel and Axle Company paid 
the shareholders in February, as an interim dividend for the half-year ending 
Dec. 31, at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, and they now propose the payment 
of a dividend for the half-year ending June 30 at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, 
and a bonus of 2% per cent. 

The directors of the Birmingham Wagon Company have declared 
the usual interim dividend cf 10 per cent. per annum on the ordinary original ca- 
pital, and 6 per cent.-per annum on the preference cipital of this company for the 
half year ending June 30, payable on Aug. 21. 

The accounts of the Metropolitan Railway Carriage and Wagon 
Company show a surplus sufficient to pay a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum, and a bonus of 5 per cent. for the year ending June 30, also to set aside 
the usual reserves and carry forward a good balance. 

The directors of the Midland Wagon Company have declared divi- 
dends at the following rates :—10 per cent., and a bonus of 75s. per share (equal te 
17% per cent. per annum) on the original shares, and 6 per cent. on the preference 
shores, a sum exceeding 17,000/. being carried to credit of revenue.
